It  is  a continual  burnt- 
offering  which  was  ordained,  in  Mount  Siuai  for  a sweet 
savour,  a sacrifice  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord.  And  a 
drihk-dfferitig  thereof  shall  be^thff  fouytjiart  of.  a bin  for 
the  one  lamb  5 in  the  holy  place  shalt  thou  cause  the  strong 
wine  to  he  poured*  unto  the  Lord  for  a drink-offering.  And 
the  other  lamb  shalt  thou  offer  at  even,  as  the  meat-offering, 
of  the  morning, . and  as  the  drink-offering  thereof,  thou  shalt 
offer  it,'  a sacrifice  made  by  fire,  of  a sweet  savour  unto  the 
Lnrdv  / . * 

* _ (And  he  shall  kill  it  on  the  altar  northward,  before  the 
tori)*  And  the  priests  (Aaron’s  sons)  shall  sprinkle  his  blood 
about  the  altar. 
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On  the  Sabbath  any : And  on  the  Sahbath  day,  two  lambs 
•f  the  first  year  without  spot,  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour 
for  a meat-offering  mingled  with  oil,  and  the  drink-offering 
thereof.  This  is  the  burnt-offering  of  every  Sabbath,  besides 
the  continual  burnt-offering,  and  its  drink-offering. 

On  the  New  Moon  Say:  And  in  the  beginnings  of  your 
months  ye  shall  offer  a burnt  offering  unto  the  Lord;  two 
young  bullocks,  and  one  ram,  seven  lambs  of  the  first  year 
without  spot,  and  three  tenth-deals  of  flower  for  a meat- 
offering mingled  with  oil  for  one  bullock,  and  two  tenth- 
deals  of  flour  tor  a meat-offering  mingled  with  oil  for  one  ram, 
and  a several  tenth  deal  of  flour  mingled  with  oil  for  a 
meat-offering  unto  one  lamb*  far  a burnt-offering  of  a sweet 
savour,  a sacrifice  made  by  fire  unto  the  Lord.  And  their 
drink-offerings  shall  be  half  a hin  of  wine  unto  a bullock, 
and  the  third  part  of  a hin  unto  a ram ; and  the  fourth  part 
of  a hin  for  a lamb:  this  is  the  burnt-offering  every  month 
throughout  the  months  of  the  year.  And  one  kid  of  the 
goats  for  a sin  offering  unto  the  Lord  shall  be  offered,  be- 
sides the  continual  burnt-offering,  and  its  drink-offering. 
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Pleased  is  he  who  said,  and  the  world  existed,  blessed 
is  he : blessed  }s  the  Creator  of  the  beginning : blessed  is  he 
that  sayeth  and  accomplished : blessed  is  he  who  decreed 
and  established^  blessed  is  he  who  hath  compassion  On  the 
earth ; blessed  is  he  who  hath  compassion  on  all  creatures: 
blessed  is  he  who  compensated  good  reward  to  those  who 
fear  him:  blessed  |s  ho  who  liveth  for  ever  and  existed 
everlasting:  blessed  is  he  who  redeemed  and  preserved: 
blessed  is  his  name.  Blessed  art  thou,  0 Lord!  our. God, 
3* 
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King  of  the  Universe,  the  Almighty  merciful  Father  £ *r!m 
Is  praised  with  the  mouth  of  his  people,  extolled  and  glorified 
whit  the  tongue  of  his  saints  and  servants : therefore  with  the 
psalms  of  David  thy  servant,  we  will  praise  thee,  O Lord!

Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel 
for  ever  and  ever,  and  all  the  people  said1,  Amen,  and 
praised  the  Lord.

Save  thy  people  and  bless  thine 
inheritance : feed  them  also,  and  lift  them  uf  for  ever.  Our 
soul  waiteh  for  the  Lord : he  is  our  help  and  Our  shield, 
for  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in.  him,  because  we  have  trusted 
in  his  holy  name.  Let. thy  mercy,  0 Lord,  be. upon  us, 
according  as  we  hope  in  thee.  Shew  us  thy  mercy,  O Lord ! 
and  grant  us  thy  salvation.  Arise  for  our  help,  and  redeem 
us  for  thy  mercies  sake.  I am  the  Lord  thy  God , who 
brought  thee  . out  of  the  land  of  Egypt:  open  thy  mouth 
Wide,  and  I wiQ  fijl  it.  Happy  io  that  people  that  is  in 
sueh  a case:  yea,  happy  is  that  people  whose- God 4s  the 
Lord;  but  I have  trusted  in  thy  mercy,  my  heart  shall  re- 
joice in  thy  salvation.

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Lord  he  in  God,  it  is  he  that  bath; made  us  an.dnotweour1 
selves:  we  are  his  people,  , and  the  sheep  of  hi&.  pasture. 
Enter  into  his  gates  with  thanksgiving,  aftd  into  his  courts 
with  praise;  he  thankful; |ptt<f  him,  and  We&S  his  name. 
For  the  Lord  is  good,  his  mercy  is  everlasting:  and  his 
truth  endureth  throughout  all ' generations. 

Tho  the  chief  Musican,  a Psalm  of  David.  The  hea- 
vens declare  the  glory  of  God , and  the  Armament  shewcth 
his ' handy  work.  Day  unto  day * uttfreth  speech,  and  night 
unto,  night  sheweth  knowledge"  There  is  no  speech  nor 
language,  where  their  voice  is  not  heard;  their  line  is  gone 
out  trough  all  tjie  earth,  and  their  words,  to, thp  end  of  the 
world : in  them  hath  he  tet  a tabernacle  for  the  sun,  which 
hr  as  bridegroom  coming  out* of  his  chamber,  and  rejoiceth 
as  a strong  man  to  run  a race.

The  law  of  the  Lord 
is  perfect,  converting  the  soul:  the  testimony  of  the  Lord 
is  sure,  making  wise  the  simple,  The  statutes  of  the  Lord 
ar # right,  rejoicing  the  heart:  the  commandment  of  the 
Lord  is  pure,  enlightening  the  eyes.  The  fear  pf  the  Lord 
is  clean,  ^nchirtng  for  ever:  the  riudgments  pf  the  Lord  are 
true  and  righteous  altogether.  More  to  be  desired  are  they 
thanr  gold  yea,  than  much  line  gold'  sweeter  also"  than 
honey,  and  the  honey-comb.  Moreover  by  them  is  thy  ser- 
vant warned:  and  ip  keeping  them  there  }s  great  reward, 
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Who  cag  understand  his  ecrors?  cJeanse  t&ou  me  from  sec- 
ret faults*.  Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous 
sins,  let  them  not  have  dominion  over  me:  then  shall  1 he 
upright,  and  J shall  he  innocent  from  the  great  transgres- 
sion. Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation  of 
my  heart  be  acceptable  i b thy  sight,  O Lord!  my  strength 
' and  my  Redeemer. 

A Psalm  of  David,  When  he  'changed  his  behaviour 
before  Ahimeleeh  , who  drove  him  away  and  he  depar- 
ted . — I will  bless  the  Lord  at  all  times;  his  praise  shall 
continually  he  in  my  mouth.  . My  soul  shall  make  her  boast 
ip  the  Lord:  the  humble  shall  hear  thereof,  and  he  glad. 
O magnify  the  Lord  with  me,  "and  let  us  exalt  his' name  toge- 
ther. J soijght  the  Lord,  and  he  heard  me,  and  delivered 
me  from  all  my  fears.  They  looked  unto  him,  and  were 
lightened;  and  their  faces  were  not  ashamed.

The 
floods  have  lifted  up,  0 Lord!  the  floods  have  lifted  up  their 
Voice;  the  floods  lift  up  their  waves.  The  Lord  on  high  is 
mightier  than  the  noise  of  many  waters,  yea,  than  the 
mighty  waves  of  the  sea.  Thy  testimonies  are  very  sure: 
holiness  becometh  thine  house,  0 Lord!  for  ever. 

The  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  endure  for  ever:  the  Lord 
rejoiceth  in  his  works.  Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
from  this  time  forth  and  for  evermore.  From  the  rising  of 
the  sun  unto  the  going  down  of  the  same,  the  Lord's  name 
is  to  be  praised.  The  Lord  is  high  above  all  nations  and 
his  glory  above  the  heavens.  Thy  name,  O Lord!  endu- 
reth  for  ever,  and  thy  memorial,'  0 Lord!  throughout  all 
generations.  The  Lord  hath  prepared  his  throne  in  the 
heavens:  and  his  kingdom  ruleth  over  all.  Let  the  hea- 
vens be  glad,  and  let  the  earth  rejoice:  and  let  men  say 
among  the  natidns,  the  Lord  reigneth.  The  Lord  is  King, 
the  Lord  hath  governed  king,  and  the  Lord  shall  reign  for 
ever  and  ever,  the  Lord  is  King  fojr  ever  and  ever : the  hea- 
then are  perished  out  of  his  land.  The  Lord  bringeth  the 
counsel  of  the  heathen  to  nought:  he  maketh  the  devices 
of  the  people  of  none  effect.  There  are  many  devices  in  a 
man’s  heart;  nevertheless  the  counsel  of  the  Lord,  that 
shall  stand.  The  counsel  of  the  Lord  stand^th  for  ever, 
the  thoughts  of  his  heart  to  all  generations.  For  he  spake, 
and  it  was  done  ; he  commanded,  and  it  was  dona ; he  com- 
manded, and  it  stood  fast:  For  the  Lord  hath  chosen  Zion : 
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he  hath  desired  it  ibr  his  habitation;  for  the  iJord  hath 
chosen  Jabob  onto  himself,  and  Israel  for  hispcculiar  trea- 
sure. For  the  Lord  will  not  cast  off  his  people,  neither  wiH 
he  forsake  his  inheritance ; but  he  being  full  of  compassion 
forgiveth  iniquity,  and  destroy eth  not;  yea  many  a time 
turneth  he  his  anger  away,  and  stirreth  not  up  all  his  wrath 
Save , Lord ! and  answer  us , 0 King ! in  the  day  of  our 
calling. 

Happy  are  they  that  dwell  in  thy  house:  they  will  be 
always  praising  thee.  Selah.  Happy  is  that  people  that 
is  in  such  a case:  yea,  happy  is  that  people  whose  God  is 
the  Lord. 

David’s  Psalm  of  Praise.  — I will  extol  thee,  my 
God,  0 King ; and  I will  bless  thy  name  for  ever  and  ever. 
Every  day  will  I bless  thee,  and  I will  praise  thy  name  for 
ever  and  ever.

Praise  ye  the  Lord.  Praise  the  Lord,  O dny  souk  While 
I live,  will  I praise  the  Lord;  I will  sing  praises  unto  my 
God,  while  I have  any  being.  Put  not  your  trust  }n  prin- 
ces, nor  in  the  son  of  man,  in  whom  there  is  no  help.  His 
breath  goeth  forth,  he  returneth  to  his  earth:  in  that  very 
day  his  thoughts  perish.  Happy  is  he  that  hath  the  God 
of  Jacob  for  his  help,  whose  hope  is  in  the  Lord  hfa  God: 
who  made  heaven  and  earth  y the  sea  and  all  that  therein 
jg:  who  keepeth  truth  for  ever,  who  executetb  judgment  for 
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the  oppressed  : who  ^jiveth  food  to  the  hungry.  -The  Lord 
looseth  the  prisoners:  the  Lord  openeth  the  eyes  of  the 
blind:  the  Lord  raiseth  them  that  are  bowed  down  : the 
Lord  loved  the  righteous:  the  Lord  preserveth  the  stran- 
gers ; he  relieveth  the  fatherless  an8  the  widow : but  the  way 
of  the  wicked  he  turneth  upside  down.  The  Lord  shall  reign 
for  ever;  even  thy  God,  0 Zion!  unto  all  generations.

He  casteth  forth  his  ice  like  mor- 
sels ; who  can  stand  before  his  cold  ? he  sendeth  out  his 
word,  and  melteth  them;  be  causeth  his  wind  to  blow,  and 
the  waters  flow.  He  sheweth  his  word  unto  Jacob,  his  sta- 
tutes and  his  judgments  unto  Israel.  He  hath  not  dealt  so 
with  any  nation:  as  for  his  judgments,  they  have  not  known 
them.  Praise  ye  the  Lord. 


Praise  ye  the  Lord  from  the  hea- 
vens: praise  him  in  the  heights.  Praise  ye  huh  all  his 
angels : praise  ye  him.  all  his  hosts.

Praise  him  ye  hea- 
vens of  heavens,  and  ye  waters  that  be  above  the  heavens; 
let  them  praise  the  name  of  the  Lord;  for  he  commanded, 
and  they  were  created.  He  hath  also  established  them  for 
ever  and  ever ; he  hath  made  a decree  which  shall  not  pass. 
Praise  the  Lord  from  the  earth,  ye  dragons  and  all  deeps. 
Fire  and  hail,  snow  and  vapour,  stormy  wind  fulfilling  his 
word.  Mountains  and  all  hills,  fruitful!  trees  and  all  ce- 
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d&rsr  "Bursts  and  till  rattle,  creeping  things,  and  Hying 
fowls.

For 
the  Lord  taketh  pleasure  ip  his  people : he  will  beautify  the 
mdek  with  salvation.  Let  the  saints  be  joyful  in  glory:  let 
- them  sing  aloud  upon  their  beds.  Let  the  high  praises  of 
God  be  in  their  mouth,  and  a two-edged  sword  in  their 
hand;  to  execute  vengeance  upon  the  heathen,  and  punish- 
'ittente  upon  the  people ; to  bind  their  kings  with  chains, 
and  their  nobles  with  fetters  of  iron  3 to  execute  upon  them 
the  judgments  written:  this  honour  have  all  his  saints.

tery  and  harp.  Praise  him  with  die  timbrel  and  dance: 
praise  him  with  stringed  instruments  and  organs.  Praise 
him  upon  the  loud  cymbals:  praise  him  upon  the  highsoun- 
ding  cymbals.  Let  every  thing  that  hath  breath , praise 
the  Lord.  Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Blessed  is  the  Lord  for  evermore,  Amen  and  Amen. 
Blessed  be  the  Lord  out  of  Zion  who  dwelleth  at  Jerusalem, 
Hallelujah!  praise  ye  the  Lord.  Blessed  he  the  Lord  God, 
the  God  of  Israel!  who  only  doeth  wondrous  things,  and 
blessed  he  his  glorious  name  for  ever  5 and  let  the  whole 
earth  be  filled  with  his  glory.

The 
depths  have  covered  them  i they  sank  into  the  bottom  as  a 
stone.  Thy  right  hand,  0 Lord!  is  become  glorious  in 
power  i thy  right  hand,  0 Lord  hath  dashed  in  pieties  the 
enemy.  And  in  the  greatness  of  thine  excellency  thou  hast 
overthrown  them  that  rose  up  against  thee : thou  didst  send 
forth  thy  wrath,  which  consumed  them  as  stubble.  And 
with  the  blast  of  thy  nostrils  the  waters  were  gathered,  to- 
gether, the  floods  stood  upright  as  an  heap,  and  the  depths 
were  congealed  in  the  heart  of  the  sea.

doing  wonders?  Thou  stretchest  out  thy  right  hand,  the 
earth  swallowed  them.  Thou  in  thy  mercy  hast  led  forth 
the  people  which  thou  hast  redeemed : ‘thou  hast  guided 
them  in  thy  strength  unto  thy  holy  habitation.  The  people 
shall  hear,  and  be  afraid;  sorrow  shall  take  hold  on  the 
inhabitants  of  Palestine*  Then  the  dukes  of  JEdom  shall 
be  amazed ; the  mighty  men  of  Moab,  trembling,  shall  take 
hold  upon  them;  all  the  inhabitants  of  Gannon  shall  melt 
away.  Fear  and  dread  shall  fall  upon  them;  by  the  great- 
ness of  thine  arm  they  shall  be  as  still  as  a stone : till  thy 
people  pasa  over,  0 Lord!  till  the  people  pass  over  which 
thou  hast  purchased.  Thou  shalt  bring*  them  , in  and  plant 
them,  in  the  mountain  of  thipe  inheritance;  in  the  place, 
0 Lord!  which  thou  hast  made  for  thee  to  dwell  in:  in' the 
sanctuary,  0 Lord!  which  thy  hands  have  established. 
The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever.  The  Lord  shall 
reign  for  ever  and  ever. 
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For  unto  the  Lord  la  the  kingdom,  and  he  shall  command 
over  the  nations : and  there  shall  come  up  those  that  were 
saved  in  mount  Zion  to  judge  the  mount  Esau,  and  the  king- 
dom shall  be  unto  the  Lord , and  the  Lord  shall  be  King 
over  all  the  land:  and  one  the  same  day  the  Lord  shall  be 
one,  and  his  name  one , as  it  is  written  in  (hy  law:  hear, 
0 Israel!  the  Lord  oar  Gad,  is  one  God. 


May  thy  name  be  praised  for  ever,  our  King  I the  Al- 
mighty, the  King,  the  great,  and  hoi/,  In  heaven  and  upon 
earth;  for  unto  thee  appertained , 0 Ldrd!  our  God,  add 
the  God  of  our  fathers,  song  and  praise,  hymns  and  psalms, 
might  and  dominion  voetery  and  power,  greatness,  adora- 
tion, glory,  holiness  and  majesty:  blessings  and  thanks- 
givings are  thine  from  henceforth  unto  everlasting!

thou  bringest  us  with  peace  from  the  four  corners  of  the 
earth,  and  conductest  ns  with  uprightness  to  ow  land?  for 
thou  art  Almighty  that  workest  salvation,  Thou  hast  pre- 
ferred us  from  among  all  people  and  languages,  and  put  us* 
near  unto  thy  great  name,  (Selah),  for  ever  with  truth  to 
give  praise  unto  thee,  and  to  be  united  unto  thee  with  love. 
Blessed  art  thou,  0 Lord!  who  hast  chosen  his  people  Is- 
rael wjth  Joye,

Hear,  0 Israel!  the  Lord  our  God  is  one  God.  Blessed 
ce  the  name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for  evermore.  And 
thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thine  heart,  and 
with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  might,  and  these  words 
which  I command  thee  this  day  shall  be  in  thine  heart.

these  eight  days  of  dedication  to  be  kept  with  praise  and 
thanksgiving.

Wc  adore  thee  for  the  miracles,  the  redemptions  mighty 
deeds,  salvation,  and  triumph,  which  thou  didst  bestow 
upon  our  ancestors  in  former  time,  in  this  season.  * 

In  the  days  of  Mordecai  and  Esther,  the  wicked  Hainan 
rose  up  in  Shushan  the  capital;  he  sought  to  slay,  destroy, 
agd  extirpate  all  the  Jews,  young  and  old,  women  and  suck-

Jose  Ben  Joezer,  of  Tseredah,  and  Jose  Ben  Joehanaa,  of 
Jerusalem,  received  the  oral  law  from  them*  Jose  Ben  Joezer,

Natai,  the  Arbelite,  said,  withdraw  from  an  evil  neighbour, 
and  associate  not  with  the  wicked ; neither  flatter  thyself  to 
escape  punishment.  Judah  Ben  Tabai  and  Simeon  Ben  She- 
tach  received  it  of  them : Judah  Ben  Tabai  said,  consider  not 
thyself  as  the  arranger  of  the  law , and  when  the  patties  are 
before  thee  in  judgment,  consider  them  as  guilty : but  when 
they  are  departed  from  thee,  consider  them  as  innocent, 
when  they  have  acquiesced  in  the  sentence.  Simeon  Ben 
Shetach  said,  be  extremely  careful  in  the  examination  of  the 
witnesses,  and  be  cautious  in  thy  words,  lest  they  from 
thence  should  learn  to  utter  a falsehood.  Shemaiah  and  Ab- 
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talyon  received  it  from  them ; Shemaiah  said,  love  thy  busi- 
ness, and  hate  dominion;  and  thus  make  thyself  not  known 
to  government.  Abtalyon  said,  ye  sages,  be  cautious  of  your 
words,  lest  ye  be  doomed  to  captivity,  and  carried  captive  to 
a place  of  infected  waters  and  the  disciples  who  follow  you 
should  drink  of  them,  by  which  means  the  name  of  God  may 
be  profaned.  Hillei  and  Shamai  received  it  of  them : Hlllel 
said,  be  of  the  disciples  of  Aaron,  who  loved  peace,  and  pur- 
sued peace;  so  that  thou  love  mankind,  and  allure  them  to 
the  study  of  the  law;  he  used  to  say,  whoever  is  ambitious  of 
aggrandizing  his  namef,  destroys  his  name:  and  who  doth  not 
increase  his  knowledge  in  the  law,  shall  be  cut  off : and  who 
doth  not  study  the  law  , is  deserving  of  death;  and  he  who  ser- 
ves himself  with  the  crown  of  the  law,  will  be  consumed.  He 
also  said,  if  I perform  not  good  works  myself,  who  can  do  them 
for  me?  and  when  I fully  consider  myself,  what  am  I?  and 
if  not  now  when  shall  I?  Shamai  said,  let  thy  study  of  the 
law  be  fixed:  say  little,  and  do  much;  and  receive  all  men 
with  an  open  respectable  countenance.  Rabban  Gamliel  said, 
procure  thyself  an  instructor,  that  thou  mayest  not  be  in 
doubt;  and  accustom  not  thyself  to  give  tythes  by,  conjec- 
ture. Simeon  his  son,  said,  I have  all  my  life  been  brought 
up  among  the  wise  men,  and  never  found  anything  so  salu- 
tary to  the  well  being  of  the  body,  as  silence:  neither  is  the 
study  of  the  law  the  principal,  but  the  practice  thereof:  and 
'wer  is  profuse  of  words,  causeth  sin.  Rabban  Simeon 
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Ben  Gamliel  said,  the  duration  of  the  world  depends  on  three 
things , viz ; justice , truth , and  peace ; as  it  is  said , truth, 
and  the  judgment  of  peace,  shall  be  in  your  gates. 

Rabbi  Chananya  Ben  Akashya  said,  thy  blessed  God  was 
pleased  to  render  Israel  meritorious;  he  therefore  multiplied 
the  law  and  the  precepts ; as  it  is  said,  the  Lord  was  pleased 
for  his  righteousness  sake,  to  magnify  the  law  and  adorn  it. 


CHAPITRE  II. 

Rabbi  saith,  which  Is  the  most  eligible  path  for  man  to 
make  choice  of?  All  such  as  are  an  ornament  to  those  who 
tread  therein;  and  procureth  them  honour  from  mankind. 
Be  also  as  careful  of  the  observance  of  a light  precept,  as  a 
weighty  one : because  thou  knowest  not  the  due  reward  of 
the  precepts:  and  balance  the  loss  sustained  by  the  non-per- 
formance of  a precept  against  its  recompence;  and  the  re- 
ward of  sin  against  its  loss  of  happiness.  Consider  also  three 
things , and  thou  wilt  not  commit  sin.  Understand  what  is 
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above  thee;  an  all-seeing  eye,  and  a hearing  ear,  and  that 
all  thiae  actions  are  written  in  a book.  Rabban  GamlieJ,  the 
son  of  Rabbi  Judah  Hanasee , said , that  the  study  of  the 
law,  and  the  commerce  of  the  world  are  commendable  toge- 
ther; as  the  conjunction  of  those  two  annihilates  sin;  and  all 
study  of  the  law,  that  is  not  supported  by  business,  will  be- 
come of  non  effect,  and  will  be  the  cause  of  sin,  and  whoever 
is  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  congregation,  ought  to  act  for 
God’s  sake ; then  will  the  merit  of  their  ancestors  support 
them,  and  their  charitable  deeds  exist  to  eternity;  and  I 
shall  account  ye  deserving  of  a great  recompence,  as  if  ye 
had  actually  done  it.  Be  ye  warned  of  following  princes,  (or 
courtiers)  as  they  do  not  bestowjfavours  on  men,  but  for  their 
own  interest : they  shew  themselves  as  friends,  while  they 
sure  usful  to  them:  but  will  not  support  a man  in.tim#  of  need. 
He  used  to  say,  do  his  will,  as  if  it  was  thine  own  will ; thait 
may  accomplish  thy  will,  is,  as  if  it  was  his  will;  abolish  thy 
wm  for  the  sake  of  his  will;  that  he  may  abolish  the  will 
ofNJthers  for  the  sake  of  thy  will,  Hillel  sjtfd,;  separate  -not 
thyself  from  the  congregation : nor  have  confidence  in  thy- 
heu  until  the  day  of  death..  Judge;no£  thy  neighbour  till  thou  art 
in  his  situation ; neither  utter  a sentence,  as  if  it  was  in- 
comprehensible, that  afterwards  may  be  csmprehnndect : nor 
say  y * wfyen  I shall  ham  leisure,  I will  study > llest  Jhon 
shouldest1  Hot  have  laisnre.  He  also  said,  i boor  "Cannot 
be  fearful  of  sin  ; not  can- a tusf^ck  be  a-bajnt:  the  bashful 
will  not  become  learned;  nor  the  passionate  a teacher  f neitlfer 
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will  ho  who  is  much  engaged  in  traffic  become  wise:  and  where 
there  are  no  instructing  men , strive  thou  to  be  a man.  He 
having  also  seen  a skull  floating  on  the  water,  said,  because 
thou  didst  make  others  float,  have  they  floated  thee,  and 
the  end  of  those  who  made  thee  float,  will  be,  that  they  will 
also  float.  He  also  said,  he  who  increaseth  his  flesh,  multi* 
plieth  food  for  worms:  he  who  multiplied  riches,  augmen- 
ted care;  he  who  multiplied  wives,  increased  witchcraft; 
he  who  multiplied  female  servants,  increased  lewdness ; he 
who  multiplied  men  servants,  increaseth  robbery;  but  he 
I who  augmented  his  knowledge  of  the  law,  augmenthet  life; 
the  who  augmented  his  study  in  college,  increased  wisdom; 
he  who  multiplied  counsel,  increaseth  prudence:  he  who 
augmented  justice , multiplied  peace  : if  he  hath  thus  ac- 
quired a good  name , he  hat  acquired  it  for  himself;  if  he 
had  acquired  the  pure  doctrine  of  the  law,  he  had  obtain- 
ed for  himself  immortal  life  in  a future  state.  Kabbi  Jocha- 
nan  Ben  Zacchai,  received  ft  from  Hillol  and  Shamai:  he 
frepuently  said,  if  thou  hast  spent  much  time  in  de  study  of 
the  law,  yet  pride  not  thyself  therein;  for,  for  that  only 
Wast  thou  created.  Rabbi  Jochanan  Ben  Zacchai  had  five 
disciples ; and  these  are  they ; Rabbi  Eleazar  Ben  Hyrcanus, 
2 A 
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Rabbi  Joshua  Ben  Chananya,  Rabbi  Jose  the  priest,  Rabbi 
Simon  Ben  Nathanael,  Rabbi  Eleazar  Ben  Arach.  — He 
used  thus  to  appreciate  their  merit,  viz:  Eleazer  Ben  Hyr- 
canus  is  as  a well  plastered  pit  which  loseth  not  a drop; 
Joshua  Ben  Chananyah,  happy  are  they  who  begat  him;  Jo- 
se the  priest  is  h saint;  Simon  Ben  Nathanael  feareth  sin: 
Eleazar  Ben  Arach  is  a powerful  spring.  He  used  to  say? 
if  all  the  sages  of  Israel  were  in  one  scale  of  the  balance, 
and  Rabbi  Eleazar  Ben  Hyrcanus  in  thn  other,  he  would 
overbalance  them  all.  Abba  Saul  said  in  his  name ; if  all  the 
sages  of  Israel  were  in  one  scale,  and  even  Rahbi  Eleazer 
Ben  Hyrcanus  with  them,  and  Rabbi  Eleazer  Ben  Arach  in 
the  other,  he  would  overbalance  them  all.  He  also  said  to 
them,  go  forth,  and  consider -which  is  the  good  path  for  man 
to  adhere  to;  tho  this  Rabbi  Eleazer  answered,  a good  eve; 
Rabbi  Joshua  said , a worthy  associate ; Rabbi  Jose  said, 
a good  neighbour;  Rabbi  Simeon  said,  he  who  foresees  the 
consequences  of  an  undertaking;  Rabbi  Eleazar  said,  a be- 
nevolent heart.  He  then  said  unto  them,  I prefer  the  senti- 
ment of  Rabbi  Eleazer  Ben  Arach  above  your’s,  as  his 
words  include  the  whole  of  yours.  He  also  said  unto  them, 
go  forth,  ano  consider  which  is  the  evil  way  that  man  should 
shun;  to  which  Rabbi  Eleazer  said,  m evil  eye;  Rahbi 
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Joshua  said , an  evil  associate ; ; Rabbi  Jose  said , fcn  evil 
neighbour!;  Rabbi  Simeon  said,  he  who  borroweth,  and  pav- 
eth  noth : for  when  one  borroweth  of  man  it  is  equal  as  if  he 
borrowed  from  God : as  it  is  said,  the  wicked  borroweth,  and 
payeth  not  again : but  the  righteous  sheweth  kindness  and 
| giveth.  Rabbi  Eleaser  said,  an  evil  heart.  He  then  said  un- 
to them , I prefer  the  sentiment  of  Rabbi  Eleazer  Ben  Ar- 
ach  above  your’s  as  his  words  include  die  whole  of  your’s. 
They  also  said  three  things:  Rabbi  Eleazer  said,  let  the 
honour  of  thy  associate  be  as  dear  to  thee  as  thine  own: 
and  be  not  easily  moved  to  anger:  and  repent  one  day  pre- 
, ceding  thy  decease : and  warm  thyself  by  Ac  fire  of  the  sag- 
es: but  be  careful  that  their  coal  doth  not  bum  thee;  for 
their  bite  is  as  the  bite  of  a fox,  and  their  sting  as  the  sting 
of  a scorpion,  and  their  bum  as  the  bum  of  a fiery  serpent: 
and  all  their  words  as  fiery  coals.  Rabbi  Joshua  said,  an  ev- 
il eye,  an  evil  imagination,  and  misantropy,  cause  the  drath 
of  man.  Rabi  Jose  said,  let  thy  associate’s  property  be  as 
dear  to  thee  as  thine  own,  and  prepare  thyself  to  study  the  law, 
as  it  comcth  noth  to  thee  by  inheritance ; and  let  all  thine  ac- 
tions be  in  the  name  of  Gqd.  Rabbi  Simeon  said,  be  careful 
of  reading  the  Shemang,  apd  the  other  prayers:  and  when 
thou  art  praying , consider  not  thy  prayer  as  ordinary , but 
as  supplicating  mercy  in  the  presence  of  the  Supreme : as 
it  is  said,  for  he  is  merciful  and  gracious,  long-suffering, 
and  of  abundant  kindness,  and  repenthet  of  the  evil:  and 
deprecate  not  thyself  in  thine  own  mind.  Rabbi  Eleazer  said, 
be  expeditious  to  study  the  law,  that  thou  mayest  know  how 
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to  couftitd  the  epicurean ; consider  also , in  whose  "presence 
thou  art  labouring,  and  in  whose  service  thou  art  employed, 
who  will  pay  thee  the  reward  of  thy  labour.  Rabbi  Tharphon 
said,  the  day  te  short , but  the  labour  is  much,  and  the  laT 
bourers  slothful:  though  the  reward  is  great,  and  the  master 
of  the  house  presseth  for  dispatch.  He  used  to  say,  it  is 
not  Incumbent  on  thee  to  complete  the  work,  neither  art 
thou  at  liberty  to  abstain  wholly  from  it : if  thou  hast  dilir 
gently  studied  the  law,  you  will  receive  great  reward;  for 
the  master  who  employed  thee , is  faithful  to  pay  thee  the 
reward  of  thy  labour:  but  know,  that  the  payment  of  the  re- 
ward ofthe  righteous,  is  in  a future  state. 


CHAPITRE  IH. 

Akabya  Ben  Mahalallel  said,  ponder  on  three  things, 
and  thou  wilt  not  be  led  to  the  commission  of  sin:  consider 
from  whence  thou  comest,  and  whither  thou  goest,  and  in 
whose  presence  thou  must  in  futurity  render  an  account  in 
judgment.  From  whence  comest  thou  ? from  a foetid  drop  ; 
and  wither  art  thou  going?  to  a place  of  dust,  worms,  and 
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reptiles : and  in  whose  presence  art  thou  in  ftiturfty  to  ren- 
der an  account  in  judgment  ? even  before  the  Holy  Supreme 
King  of  Kings,  blessed  is  he.  Rahbi  Chaneena,  a priest  of 
the  second  order  said,  pray  for  the  peace  of  the  kingdom, 
for  were  it  not  in  deference  thereof,  men  would  swallow 
each  other  alive.  Two  who  are  sitting  together,  and  have 
no  discourse  concerning  the  law,  are  accounted  an  assembly 
of  scorners;  as  is  said,  in  the  seat  of  the  scorners  do  not 
.sitf  But  two  who  sit  together,  and  discourse  of  the  law, 
(the  divine  presence  may  be  said  to  rest  on  them : as  is  said, 
then  they  who  feard  the  Lord  spake  every  one  to  his  neigh- 
bour; and  the  Lord  gave  ear  and  heard : and  a book  jof  re- 
membrance was  written  before  him,  for  them  who  feared 
the  Lord : and  for  them  who  thought  on  his  name.  This 
feferg  to  two ; but  whence  can  we  infer,  that  if  but  one  sits 
engaged  in  the  study  of  the  law,  that  the  holy  blessed  God 
will  appoint  him  a reward?  Because  it  is  said,  let  him  sit 
alone  and  be  silent,  because  he  has  laid  it  upon  him*  Rabbi 
Bimeon  said , three  who  have  eaten  at  pne  table,  and  have 
not  discoursed  on  the  subject  of  the  law,  are  to  bo  conside- 
red as  if  they  had  euten  of  the  sacrifices  of  idols : for  it  is 
said  , for  all  their  tables  are  full  of  vomit  and  filthiness , so 
that  no  place  is  free,  But  three  who  have  eatep  at  ope  table 
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and  have  discoursed  on  the  subject  of  the  law  , ate  Udnside- 
red  as  if  they  had  eaten  at  God’s  table ; as  it  is  said , agd 
he  said  unto  me,  this  is  the  table  which  is  before  the  Lord? 
Rabbi  Chaneena  Ben  Chacheenai  said,  he  who  whalket  in 
(pr  all)  the  night,  travelleth  in  the  road  alone,  and  turneth 
his  heart  to  yanity , is  guilty  of  the  death  of  his  own  soul. 

Rabbi  Nechunya  Ben  Hakana  said , whoever  lays  on  him- 
self the  yoke  of  the  law,  shall  be  relieved  from  the  yoke  of 
the  kingdom,  and  the  custom  of  the  world;  but  whoever  di- 
gests himself  of  the  yoke  of  the  law,  shall  be  burdened  with 
the  yoke  of  the  kingdom,  and  the  custom  of  the  world. 

; Rabbi  Chalaphta,  an  inhabitant  of  the  village  of  Chananva? 
said,  then  who  are  assembled  together,  and  engaged  in  the 
study  of  the  law,  the  Shechina  presideth  among  them ; as 
iS  said,  God  standeth  in  the  congregation  of  the  migthy, 
And  hence  it  is  inferred,  that  it  is  also  so  with  five ; because 
it  is  said,  and  * hath  founded  his  troop  on  (or  above)  the 
earth.  And  h$nce  it  is  inferred,  that  it  is  likewise  so  with 
three;  because  it  is  said,  he  judgeth  among  the  jndges; 
and  hence  it  is  inferred,  that  it  is  also  thus  with  two ; be- 
cause it*  is  said,  they  who  feared  the  Lord,  spake  every  one 
to  his  neighbour;  and  the  Lord  gave  ear  and  heard.  And 
hence  it  is  inferred,  that  it  is  likewise  so  whith  one ; because 
it  is  said,  in  every  place  where  I record  my  name,  I will 
come  uftte  thee,  and  I will  bless  thee.  Rabbi  Eleazer,  an 
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inhabitant  of  Bartotha , said,  give  unto  him  (God)  of  hit 
own;  for  thou,  and  all  thou  possessest,  is  him.  And  thus 
said  David,  for  all  things  are  from  thee:  and  from  the  gift 
of  thine  hands  have  we  given  unto  thee.  Rabbi  Jacob  said, 
ho  who  joumeyeth  on  the  road,  meditating  on  the  law,  and 
eoaseth  therefrom,  in  order  to  admire  this  beautiful  tree, 

. or  that  handsome  tillage , is  considered  in  scripture , as  en- 
dangering his  life.  Rabbi  Dosethai,  the  son  of  Jonai,  in 
the  name  of  Rabbi  Myer*,  said,  whoever  forgetteth  any 
thing  of  what  he  had  obtained  by  study,  is  considered  in 
scripture , as  having  endangered  his  life : as  is  said , only 
take  heed  to  thyself,  and  guard  thy  soul  diligently,  lest 
thou  forget  the  things  which  thine  eyes  have  seen.  Per- 
haps you  may  imagine,  that  even  his  study  has  been  too 
powerful  for  him  ? No  : because  it  is  said,  and  lest  they  be 
put  away  from  thy  heart  all  the  days  of  thy  life.  Hence 
he  endagers  not  his  life,  till  he  deliberately  removes  them 
from  his  heart.”  Rabbi  Chaneena  Ben  Dose,  said,  whoso- 
overs  fear  of  sin  hath  precedency  of  his  wisdom,  his  wis- 
dom will  be  permanent;  but  whosoever’s  wisdom  hath  pre- 
cedency of  his  fear  of  sin,  his  wisdom  will  not  be  permanent. 
He  also  used  to  say,  whosoever’s  good  deeds  exceed  his  wisdom, 
his  wisdom  will  be  permanent;  but  ho  whose  wisdom  exceedeth 
his  good  deeds,  his  wisdom  will  not  be  permanent.  He  also 
used  to  say,  with  whomsoever  the  spirit  of  mankind  is  gra- 
tified, the  spirit  of  the  Supreme  is  also  gratified;  but  with, 
whomsoever  the  spirit  of  mankind  is  not  gratified,  the  spi- 
rit of  the  Supreme  is  not  gratified.  Rabbi*  Dose  Ben  Har-

ehenaa  said,  that,  the  morning  sleep,  wine  at  noon,  the 
• conversation  of  youth,  and  the  assembly  of  the  ignorant, 
( take  man  out  of  the  world.  Rabbi  Eleazer  Hamodai  said, 
he  who  profaneth  the  holy  offerings,  despiseth  the  solemn 
feasts,  put  his  neighbour  to  shame  in  public,  maked  void 
the  covenant  of  our  father  Abraham,  and  explaineth  the  law 
contrary  to  its  true  sense;  although  he  be  well  learned  in 
the  law,  and  possessed  of  good  deeds,  yet  hath  he  no  share 
in  the  ftiture  state.  Rabbi  Ishmael  said,  be  humble  to  thy 
superior,  and  affable  to  thy  inferior,  and  receive  all  mankind 
with  joy.  Rabbi  Akeeba  said,  laugther  and  levity  accus- 
tom  mankind  to  lewdness ; tradition  is  a fence  to  the  law ; 
tithes  are  a fence  to  riches;  vows  are  a fence  to  abstinence; 
! the  fence  to  wisdom  is  silence.  He  used  to  say , man  is 
' beloved,  as  he  was  created  in  the  image  of  God;  but  an  ad- 
ditional love  was  shewn  to  him,  in  that  he  was  created  in 
the  image  of  God ; as  is  said,  in  the  image  of  God  he  made 
man.  Beloved  are  Israel*  in  that  they  are  called  the  chil- 
dren of  God:  but  an  additional  love  was  shewn  to  them,  in 
that  they  are  actually  called  the  childem  of  God;  as  is 
said,  ye  are  the  children  of  the  Lord  your  God.  Beloved 
are  Israel  to  whom  was  given  the  desirable  vessel,  where* 
with  the  world  was  created;  but  an  additional  love  was  shewn 
unto  them,  that  the  'desirable  vessel  wherewith  the  world  was 
created,  was  given  unto  them : as  is  said,  ,for  I give  you  good 
doctrine,  therefore  forsake  ye  not  my  law.  Every  thing  is  seen 
by  providence,  though  freedom  of  choice  is  given  toman;  the 
world  is  judged ‘in  goodness,  though  all  is' according  to  the 
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multiplicity  of  the  deed.  He  used  to  say,  every  thing  is 
given  to  man  on  security,  and  a net  is  spread  over  every  li- 
ving creature  ; the  shop  is  open,  and  the  merchant  credits; 
the  book  is  open,  and  the  hand  records  ; and  whosoever 
chooses  to  borrow,  may  come  and  borrow:  for  the  collec- 
tors are  covtinually  going  round  daily,  and  obtain  payment 
of  man,  whether  with  his  consent,  or  without  it;  as  they 
have  good  authority  to  support  them,  and  the  judgment  is 
true  justice;  and  all  are  prepared  for  the  feast.  Rabbi 
Eleazer  Ben  Azarya  said,  if  there  is  no  knowledge  of  the 
' law,  there  can  be  no  good  manners ; and  if  there  is  no  man- 
ners, there  certainly  is  no  law:  if  there  is  no  wisdom,  there 
| is  no  fear  of  God;  and  if  there  is  no  fear,  there  is  no  wis- 
j dom  * if  there  is  no  understanding , there  is  no  knowledge ; 
| ,and  if  there  is  no  knowledge , there  is  no  understanding ; if 
there  is  net  meal,  there  can  be  no  study  of  the  law;  and  if 
there  is  no  law,  there  will  be  np  meal.  He  used  to  say,  to 
what  may  he  be  likened,  whose  wisdom  exceedeth  his  good 
deeds  ? To  a tree  whose  branches  are  multiplicious , and  its 
roots  scanty:  so  that  the  wind  cpmeth,  and  plucketh  it  up, 
and  overturneth  it : as  is  said,  for  the  shall  be  like  a blasted 
tree  upon  the  waste,  which  is  not  sensible  when  good  cometh; 
but  is  continually  exposed  to  scorcluug  heats  in  the  desert, 
a barren  land,  and  uninhabitable.  But  to  what  fs  he  like? 
whose  good  deeds  exceed  his  wisdom?  To  a tree  whose 
branches  are  few,  and  its  roots  multifarious ; so  that  if  the 
most  violent  tempest  discharges  its  furv  against  it,  it  will 
3* 
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tttit  he  able  to  move  it  from  ft#  place;  as  is  said,  for  he 
shall  be  like  a tree  planted  by  the  water  side,  which  by  the 
side  of  the  stream  sendeth  forth  its  roots,  and  is  not  sen- 
sible when  heath  cometh:  but  its  leaf  is  green,  and  in  a 
year  of  drought  it  is  without  concern,  nor  doth  it  decline 
bearing  fruit.  Rabbi  Eleazer  Ben  Chisma  said,  the  laws 
of  the  sacrifices  of  the  doves,  and  the  commencement  of  the 
menses,  are  important  constitutions : astronomy  and  geo- 

metry arc  the  ornaments  of  wisdom. 


CHAPITER  IV. 

Ben  Zoma  said,  who  is  wise?  he  who  is  willing  to  receive 
i instruction  from  all  men  ; as  is  said,  of  all  my  teachers  I 
gathered  understanding.  Who  is  mighty?  he  who  subdueth 
his  evil  imagination ; as  is  said  > he  who  is  slow  to  anger 
is  better  than  the  mighty;  and  he  who  ruleth  his  spirit, 
.than  he  who  taketha  city.  Who  is  rich  ? he  who  rejoiceth 
, with  his  lot;  as  is  said,  for  thou  shalt  eat  the  labour  of 
thy  hands  ; then  happy  shalt  thou  be , and  it  shall  be  well 
with  the:  happy  shalt  thou  be  in  this  world,  and  it  shall 

be  well  with  thee  in  the  future  one.  Who  is  honourable? 
he  who  honoureth  mankind ; as  is  said , for  they  who 
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honour  me,  I will  honour;  apd  they  who  despise  me  shall 
be  lightly  esteemed.  Ben  Azai  said,  run  to  the  performance  of 
\ the  shlightest  precept,  and  flee  from  the  commission  of  sin ; for 
the  performance  of  a precept  causeth  another , and  the  com- 
mission of  a sin  causeth  another  sin ; as  the  reward  of  a com- 
mandment is  another  precept , and  the  reward  of  a sin  is  another 
sin.  He  used  to  say,  despige  not  all  men,  nor  oppose  all  things: 
for  there  is  no  man  who  hath  not  his  hour,  neither  is  there 
a thing  that  hath  not  is  place.  Rabbi  Levectas  , an  inhabi- 
tant of  Jabna,  said,  be  exceedingly  humble  of  spirit,  as  all 
the  hope  of  man  is  to  be  food  for  worms.  Rabbi  Jochanan 
Ben  Beroka,  said,  "whosoever  profaneth  God’s  name  in  secret, 
will  he  punished  publicly ; wether  it  be  done  ignorantly  or 
presumptuously,  it  is  all  one  in  the  profanation  of  God’s 
name.  Rabbi  Ishmael  said , he  who  learneth , that  he  may 
,be  able  to  teach  others,  will  be  enabled  to  study  and  to 
I teach  others;  but  he  who  studieth  in  order  to  perform  the 
i precepts,  will  be  enabled  to  study,  teach,  observe,  and  do 
'the  commandments.  Rabbi  Zadoc  said,  make  not  the  study 
Of  the  law  subservient  to  thy  aggrandizement ; neither  make 
a hatchet  thereof,  to  hew  therewith.  And  thus  said  Hillel, 
whosoever  receiveth  any  profit  (or  emolument)  from  the 
words  of  the  law , depriveth  hhnself  of  life.  Rabbi  Jose 
’%  he  who  honoureth  the  law,  shall  be  personally  honou- 
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red  by  mankind:  but  whosoever  profaneth  the  htW  , shall1 
be  personally  despised  by  mankind.  Eabbi  Ishmael  said, 
he  who  avoids  being  a judge,  delivereth  himself  from  en- 
mity, robbery , and  false  swearing ; but  he  who  is  arrogant 
in  judging,  is  a proud  wicked  fool.  He  used  to  say,  judge 
] not  singly  by  thyself,  for  none  ought  to  judge  but  One ; 
neither  say  authoritatively,  receive  ye  my  opinion,  for  they 
are  at  liberty  to  accept  it,  but  thou  canst  not  compel  them. 
Rabbi  Jonathan  said,  whosoever  performeth  the  law  in  po*- 
verty , shall  in  the  end  perform  it  in  riches:  but  he  who 
neglects  the  law  on  account  of  riches  will  in  the  end  neg- 
lect it  on  account  of  poverty.  Rabbi  Myer  said,  dimi- 
! nish  your  wordly  affairs  and  engage  in  the  study  of  the 
J law : and  be  humble  spirited  in  the  presence  of  all  men ; 
and  if  thou  neglect  the  law,  there  are  many  hindrances  to 
oppose  thee : but  if  thou  hast  laboured  in  the  study  of  the 
law  there  is  much  recompense  to  be  given  thee.  Rabbi 
Eliezer,  the  son  of  Jacob,  said,  he  who  performeth  but  one 
precept,  obtaineth  for  himself  an  advocate;  and  he  who 
commits  a single  sin,  procures  himself  an  accuser:  repen- 
tance and  good  deeds  are  a shield  before  the  divine  punish- 
ment. Rabbi  Johannan  Hassandelar  said,  every  assembly 
that  is  formed  for  God’s  sake,  will  be  permanent ; but  those 
which  are  not  for  God’s  sake  will  not  be  durable.  Rabbi 
Eleazer  Ben  Shamuang  said,  let  the  honour  of  thy  disciple 
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be  as  dear  to  thee  as  thine  own  : and  the  honour  of  thy  com* 
panion  as  the  fear  of  thy  master;  and  the  fear  of  thy  mas- 
ter as  the  fear  of  God.  Rabbi  Judah  said,  be  careful  in 
the  study  of  the  law , for  the  error  of  it  is  accounted  as 
(presumptuous  sin.  Rabbi  Simeon  said,  there  are  three 
crowns : the  crown  of  the  law,  tho  crown  of  the  priesthood, 
and  the  crown  of  monarchy:  but  the  crown  of  a good  name 
is  superior  to  all  of  them.  Rabbi  Nehoray  said,  flee  to  a 
place  where  the  law  is  studied,  and  do  not  say,  that  it  will 
follow  thee : . for  thy  associates  will  establish  it  for  thee ; 
and  depend  not  on  thine  own  understandig.  Rabbi  Yanai 
said , we  experience  not  the  prosperity  of  the  wicked , nor 
the  chastisements  of  the  righteous.  Rabbi  Mathya  Ben 
Charash  said,  be  forward  to  greet  all  men:  and  be  rather 
as  the  tail  of  the  lion  than  the  head  of  the  foxes.  Rabbi 
Jacob  said , this  world  may  be  likened  to  a court  yard , in 
comparison  of  the  future  world : therefore  prepare  thyself 
in  the  anti-chamber,  that  thou  mavest  enter  into  the  dining- 
jroom,  He  used  to  say,  one  hour  employed  in  repentance 
r and  good  deeds  in  this  world,  is  preferable  to  the  whole  life 
i in  the  future  one . and  one  hour’s,  refreshment  of  spirit  in 
the  future  world,  is  preferable  to  the  entire  life  of  this. 
Rabbi  Simeon  Ben  Eleazer  said,  attempt  not  to  pacify,  your 
neighbour  in  the  moment  of  his  anger : and  do  not  console 
him  while  his  dead  lyeth  before  him : enquire  not  of  him  in 
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the  moment  of  his  vowing;  nor  be  desirous  of  seeing  him  iu 
the  time  of  his  calamity.  The  meek  Saul  used  to  say,  re- 
joice not  when  thine  enemy  falleth:  and  let  not  thy  heart 
be  glad  when  he  stumbleth:  lest  the  Lord  should  see  it, 
and  it  be  evil  in  his  sight,  and  he  turn  hia  wrath  frop}  him. 
Elisha  Ben  Abuyah  said,  he  who  teacheth  a child,  is  like  to 
one  who  writes  on  clean  paper : but  he  who  teacheth  old 
(people,  is  like  to  one  who  writes  on  blotted  paper.  Rabbi 
* Jose,  the  son  of  Judah,  an  inhabitant  of  a village  near  Ba- 
bylon, said,  to  what  may  he  who  leameth  the  law  from  little 
childern,  be  likened  ? To  one  who  eathet  sour  grapes,  and 
drinketh  new  wine;  but  he  who  learneth  from  the  old  men, 
may  be  compared  to  one  who  eats  ripe  grapes,  and  drinks 
old  wine.  Rabbi  Myer  said,  look  not  at  the  flask  but  that 
which  is  therein : for  there  are  new  flasks,  full  of  old  wine; 
and  old  flasks  which  have  not  even  new  witte  in  them.  Rabbi/ 
Eleazer  Hakkapar  said,  envy,  lust,  and  ambition , take  men 
out  of  this  world.  He  used  to  say , those  whp  are  bor^, 
are  doomed  to  die,  the  dead  to  live,  and  they  who  are 
risen  from  the  dead  to  be  judged;  to  make  us  knowy  un- 
derstand, and  be  informed,  that  he  is  God;  he  is  the  For- 
mer, Creator,  iutelligend  being,  Judge,  witness,  and  suiflg, 
party:  and  who  will  judge  thee  hereafter,  blessed  he  he  ; 
fbr  in  his  presence  there  is  no  unrighteousness,  forgetful- 
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boss,  respect  of  persons,  nor  acceptance  of  a feribre : for 
every  thing  is  his.  Know  also,  that  every  thing  is  done 
according  tko  the  account : and  let  not  thine  evil  imagination 
persuade  thee,  that  the  grave  is  a place  of  refuge  for  thee: 
for  against  thy  will  wast  thou  formed,  and  against  thy  will 
wast  thou  born ; and  against  thy  will  dost  thou  live : and 
against  thy  will  wilt  thou  die : and  against  thy  will  must 
thou  hereafter  render  an  account,  and  receive  judgment  in 
the  presence  of  the  supreme  King  of  kings  , the  holy  God, 
blessed  is  he, 


CHAPTER  V. 

With  temexpresslons  the  world  was  created ; but  where- 
fore is  this  predicadet;  for  verily  God  could  have  creadet  it 
with  one  expression  ? but  this  was  to  punish  the  wicked, 
who  destroy  the  world,  that  was  creadet  with  ten  expres- 
sions. There  were  ten  generations  from  Adam  to  Noah ; to 
make  us  know  that  God  is  long-anfferiug : as  all  those  gene- 
rations provoked  him  before  he  brought  the  deluge  upon 
j them.  There  were  ten  generations  from  Noah  to  Abrahanu

to  shew  us,  that  God  Is  long-suflerlng aV  all  those,  succee- 
ding generations  - provoked,  him.,  until  Abraham  appeared, 
and}  received  the  reward  of  all.  Our  father  Abraham  was* 
proved  with  ten  proofs : and  in  all  of  them  he  stood  firm.: 
and  whkh  shews  how  great  the  love  of  our  father  Abraham 
( was  towards  God.  Ten  miracles  were  wrought  for  our  an- 
cestors in  Egypt,  and  ten  at  the  Red  Sea.  Ten  plagues 
did  the  blessed  God  inflict  on  the  Egyptians  in  Egypt:  and' 

1 ten  at  the  Red  Sea.  Ten  times  did  our  ancestors  tempt 
the  blessed  God,  in  the  wilderness:  as  is  said,  and  have 
tempted  me  now  these  ten  times,  and  have  not  hearkened 
» unto  my  voice.  Ten  miracles  were  wrought  for  our  ances- 
tors in  the  holy  temple:  viz.  no  woman  miscarried  from  the 
scent  of  the-  flesh  of  the  saerifi^es , neither  did  the  flesh  of 
the  sacrifices  ever  stink:  nor  was  a fly  seen  in  the  slaugh- 
ter-house: nor  did  an  unclean  accident  happen  to  the  high 
priest  on  the  day  of  Atonement:  neither  did  the  'rain 
extinguish  the  fire  of  the  wood  arranged  on  the  altar;  nor 
did  the  wind  prevent  the  straight  ascension  of  the  pillar  of 
smoke9:  neither  was  any  defect  found  in  the  omer,  the  two 
loaves,  and  the  shew  bread.  And  although  the  people  stood 
dose  pressed  together,  yet  when  they  worshipped,  there 
was  room  sufficient:  neither  did  a serpent,  or  scorpion  in- 
jure a person  in  Jerusalem : nor  did  a man  say  to  his  neigh- 
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tereth  the  world  on  account  of  the  delay  of  justice,  and  the 
perversion  thereof;  and  on  account  of  those  who  explain 
the  law  contrary  to  the  true  sense  thereof,  Evil  devouring 
beasts  come  into  the  world  on  account  of  false  swearing, 
and  the  profanation  of  God’s  name.  Captivity  entereth  the 
WOYld  op  account  of  idolatry,  whoredom,  bloodshed,  and 
not  suffering  the  land  to  rest  on  the  sabbatical  year.  At 
four  seasons,  the  pestilence  is  prevalent:  in  the  fourth  year, 
the  seventh,  and  the  end  of  the  seventh,  and  the  end  of  the 
feast  of  tabernacles  in  every  year.  In  the  fourth  year,  for 
not  giving  the  poor’s  tithe  of  the  third  year;  in  the  seventh, 
for  withholding  the  poor’s  tithe  of  the  sixth  year:  and  at 
the  end  of  the  seventh,  on  account  of  the  fruits  of  the  se- 
venth year:  and  at  the  end  of  the  feast  of  tabernacles  yearly, 
,on  account  of  robbing  the  poor  of  the  gifts  due  to  them. 
^Four  qualities  are  to  be  met  with  among  mankind;  he  who 
'Saith,  that  which  is  mine  is  mine  , an  that  which  is  thine 
is  thine,  is  a passable  custom.  And  some  say,  this  was  the 
1 custom  of  Sodom.  He  who  saith,  what  is  thine  is  mine, 

, and  what  is  mine  is  thine , is  the  behaviour  of  the  vulgar. 
He  who  saith,  what  is  mine  is  thine , and  what  is  thine  is 
* also  thine,  is  the  custom  of  the  pious.  He  who  saith,  what 
is  mine  is  mine,  and  what  is  thine  is  mine  also,  is  the  custom 
i of  the  wiked.  TJ^ere  arc  four  diperent  forms  in  the  passions 
» of  mankind.  He  who , is  easily  provoked , and  easily  paci- 
fied, loses  more  than  he  gains:  he  whom  it  is  difficult  to 
provoke,  and  difficult  to  pacify,  gains  more  than. he  loses: 
he  whom  it  is  difficult  to  provoke , and  easy  to  pacify , is 
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tbour , I have  not  room  to  lodge  in  Jerusalem;  Ten  things 
* Were  created  (m  the  eye  of  the  sabbath,  in  the  twillight • 
and  these  are  they ; the  mouth  of  the  earth , the  month  of 
the  ass,  the  mouth  of  the  spring,  the  rainbow,  the  manna, 
the  rod  of  Moses , the  Shameer , the  characters , writing, 
and  the  tables.  And  some  say,  also  the  demons ; and  the 
grave  of  our  legislator  Moses ; and  the  ram  of  our  father 
Abraham : and  also  the  prepared  insrument  of  a tongs* 
Seven  things  are  to  be  met  with  in  a rude  person,  and  se- 
iven  in  a vise  man.  The  wise  man  wil  not  speak  before  one 
|who  exceeds  him  in  wisdom  and  years  ; nor  will  he  interrupt 
his  neighbour  in  his  discourse^  neither  is  he  in  haste  to 
answer.  He  enquireth  according  tho  the  subject,  and  ans- 
Wereth  according  to  the  constitution;  and  will  answer  the 
first  proposition  first;  and  the  latter  last;  and  what  he 
hath  not  heard,  he  will  acknowledge  he  hath  not  heard;  and 
Confesseth  the  truth;  and  the  reverse  of  these  are  to  be 
met  with  in  a rude  person.  Seven  store  of  punishment  are 
brought  on  the  world  for  seven  important  sins : for  when  a 
pafrt  of  the  people  give  tithes,  and  the  other  doth  not,  a 
scarcity  and  dearth  ensues,  so  that  some  are  filled,  and 
others  suffer  hunger:  but  when  the  whole  agree  not  to  give 
tithes,  a famine  of  dearth  and  confusion  ensues.  If  they 
offer  not  up  the  cake,  a confusion  and  fire  ensues.  Pesti- 
lence cometh  into  the  world  for  the  commission  of  sins  said 
to  he  punishable  with  death  in  the  law,  but  which  are  not 
kognizable  by  our  judges ; and  for  not  observing  the  law 
concerning  the  fruits  of  the  seventh  year.  The  sword  en- 
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pious:  but  ha  who  is  easily  provoked,  and  With  difficulty 
jbacified,  acts  wickedly.  There  are  four  qualities  percei- 
vable in  disciples:  viz.  he  who  is  quick  to  apprehend,  and 
quick  to  forget,  loses  more  than  -he  gains;  he  who  With 
difficulty  apprehends,  and  with  difficulty  forgets  gains  more 
than  he  loses ; he  who  apprehends  quickly , and  with  diffi- 
culty forgets,  hath  a good  portion:  he  who  with  difficulty 
apprehends,  and  quickly  forgets  hath  an  evil  portion.  There 
.are  four  qualities  perceival  in  those  who  bestow  charity. 
He  who  is  willing  to  give,  but  doth  not  wish  that  others 
^should  give,  hath  an  envious  eye  towards  others:  he  who 
\ likes  to  see  others  give,  but  will  not  give,  hath  an  evil  eye 
towards  himself:  he  who  is  willing  not  give,  and  that  others 
should  also  give,  acts  piously:  he  who  will  not  give,  and 
lickcs  not  that  others  should  give,  acts  wickedly.  Four 
( qualities  are  perceivable  in  those  who  go  to  college.  He 
who  goeth,  but  doth  not  study,  can  but  claim  the  reward 
of  going ; he  who  studieth  and  doth  not  go , is  entitled  to 
the  reward  of  action;  he  who  goeth,  and  studieth,  is  pious; 
| he  who  neither  goeth,  nor  studieth,  is  a wicked  man.  There 
’ are  four  qualities  to  be  met  with  in  those  who.  attend  to  hear 
I the  instruction  of  the  sages ; viz,  those  who  act  as  a sponge, 
;a  funnel,  a strainer,  and  a sieve:  as  a sponge,  whch 
sucketh  all  up ; as  a funnel , which  receiveth  at  one  end, 
: and  dischargcth  at  the  other  : as  a strainer,  which  letteth 
the  wine  pass,  bu.  rethaineth  the  lees ; and  as  a sieve  which 
discharged  the  bran  but  rethaineth  the  fine  flour.  Every 
affection  that  depends  on  some  sensual  worldly  cause,  if 
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that  cause  ceaseth , the  affection  ceaseth ; but  that  which 
doth  not  depend  on  such  cause,  will  never  cease.  Where 
do  ne  meet  with  an  affection  dependant  on  a sensual  cause? 
such  was  the  love  of  Ammon  tv  Tamar ; but  that  which 
doth  not  depend  on  such  a cause,  was  the  love  of  David  and 
Jonathan.  Every  dispute  that  is  instituted  for  God’s  sake, 
will  in  the  end  be  established;  but  that  which  is  not  for 
God’s  sake  will  not  be  established.  What  may  be  con- 
sidered as  a dispute  for  God’s  sake?  Such  as  the  disputes 
of  Hillel  and  Shamai:  but  which  is  not  for  God's  sake,  was 
the  descension  of  Korah  and  his  assembly.  He  who  justi- 
fieth  the  public,  no  sin  will  be  caused  through  his  means; 
and  whosoever  causeth  the  puclic  to  sin , is  not  suffered  to 
repent.  Moses  acted  meritoriously,  and  caused  the  public 
to  obtain  merit;  the  merit  of  the  public  was  attributed  to 
him:  us  is  said,  he  executed  the  justice  of  the  Lord,  and 
his  judgments  with  Israel.  Jerobeam , the  son  of  Nebat, 
sinned,  and  caused  Israel  to  sin  the  sin  of  the  public  was 
attributed  to  him,  as  is  said,  because  of  the  sins  of  Jero- 
boam which  he  sinned,  and  which  he  made  Israel  sin.  He 
who  possesseth  those  three  virtues,  is  of  the  disciples  of  our 
father  Abraham;  and  he  who  is  possessed  of  the  three  op- 
posites, is  of  the  disciples  of  the  wicked  Balaam.  The  dis- 
ciples of  our  father  Abraham,  possess  a benevolent  eye,  a 
humility  of  spirit;  and  a humble  contented  mind.  The  dis- 
ciples of  Balaam;  have  an  evil  eye,  a haughty  spirit,  and 
a narrow  mind.  What  is  the  difference  between  the  dis- 
ciples of  our  father  Abraham,  and  the  disciples  of  the

wicked  Balaam?  The  disciples  of  our  father  Abraham  eat 
the  fruit  of  their  good  works  in  this  world , and  inherit  the 
future  one:  for  it  is  sayd,  that  I may  cause  those  that  love 
me , to  inherit  substance  ; and  I will  fill  their  treasures. 
But  the  discipls  of  the  wicked  Balaam  inherit  Gehinnam, 
and  the  infernal  regions ; as  is  said,  but  thou,  0 God,  shalt 
bring  them  down  into  the  pit  of  destruction:  bloody  and 
deceitful  men  shall  not  live  out  thalf  heir  days , but  I will 
trust  in  thee.  Judah  Ben  Tamai  said,  be  bold  as  a leo- 
pard, light  as  an  eagle,  swift  as  a roe,  and  strong  as  a 
lion,  to  do  the  will  of  tliy  father,  who  is  in  heaven.  He 
ujsed  to  tay,  the  impudent  are  for  Gehinnam,  and  the  mo- 
dest for/  paradise.  May  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence, 
O Lord,  our  God!  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  that  the 
holy  temple  may  speedily  be  rebuilt  in  our  days,  and  let 
our  portion  be  in  thy  law.  He  also  said,  at  five  years  of  age, 
a child  should  study  the  bible ; at  ten,  the  mishna;  at  thir- 
teen, to  observe  te  precepts  ; at  fifteen,  to  study  the  gemara ; 
at  eighteen,  to  enter  into  wedlok:  at  twenty,  to  pursue  the 
study  of  the  law;  and  the  observance  of  the  precepts;  at 
thirty  ho  is  arrived  at  full  strength;  at  forty,  he  is  arrived 
at  understanding ; at  fifty,  to  give  counsel ; at  sixty,  he  is 
accounted  aged;  at  seventy,  he  is  called  grey;  at  eighty, 
he  may  be  accounted  strong ; at  ninety , only  fit  to  dis- 
course of  the  law;  at  a hundred,  as  if  already  dead,  and 
forgotten  from  the  world.  Ben  Bag  Bag  said,  ponder,  and 
ponder  again  on  the  law;  for  all  things  are  contained  there- 
in; contemplate  it  perpetually,  and  depard  not  therefrom: 
5* 
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for  there  is  no  quality  preferable  to  it.  Ben  Ilea  Hea  sala, 
according  to  the  affliction  which  thou  wilt  endure,  so  shall 
be  thy  rccompencc. 


CHAPTER  VI. 


The  sages  learned  in  the  language  of  the  mishna:  blessed 
be  he,  who  made  choice  oftjiem,  and  their  learning.  Rabbi 
Myer  said,  he  who  is  engaged  in  the  study  of  the  law  for 
its  own  sake,  meriteth  many  things;  and  not  only  that,  but 
the  whole  world  is  under  the  greatest  obligation  to  him.  He 
is  called  a dear  friend;  dear  to  God,  and  dear  to  mankind; 
he  rejoiceth  God,  and  rejoiceth  his  creatures;  it  clotheth 
him  with  meeknees,  and  the  fear  of  God;  and  directeth  him 
to  become  just,  pious,  righteous,  and  faithful;  it  removetli 
him  from  sin,  and  bringeth  him  near  to  merit ; and  the  world 
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is  benefited  by  his  counsel,  sound  wisdom,  understan- 
ding, and  strenght;  as  is  said,  counsel  is  mine,  and  sound 
wisdom;  I am  understanding,  I have  strength.  It  also 
bestoweih  on  him  empire , dominion  and  ratiocination ; the 
hidden  secrets  of  the  law  arc  revealed  to  him ; and  he  shall 
be  as  an  increasing  fountain,  and  a never-failing  river;  and 
it  "will  cause  him  to  be  modest,  slow  to  anger,  and  ready 
to  pardon  an  injury  done  to  him;  thus  will  it  magnify  and 
exalt  him  above  all  things.  Rabbi  Joshua  Ben  Levi  said, 
every  day;  a Bath-kol  proceedeth  from  mount  Horeb , which 
proclaimed,  and  saith , woe  be  to  those  who  contemn  the 
law,  for  whoever  is  not  engaged  in  the  study  of  the  law, 
may  be  considered  as  under  excommunication:  as  is  said, 
as  a jewel  of  gold  in  a swine’s  snout,  so  is  a fair  woman, 
who  is  without  discretion.  And  it  is  said,  and  the  tables 
were  the  work  of  God,  and  the  writing  was  the  writing  of 
God,  graven  upon  the  tebles.  Read  not  graven;  but  free- 
dom : for  none  arc  accented  free , but  those  engaged  in  the 
study  of  the  law ; and  whoever  is  engaged  in  the  study  of 
the  law,  is  exalted:  as  mentioned,  and  from  Mattanah  to 
Nachliel,  etc.  He  who  learneth  from  his  associate,  one 
chapter , sentence  , yerse , or  expression , ought  to  behave 
towards  him  with  respect;  for  thus  we  find  by  David,  king 
of  Israel,  who  having  learned  only  two  things  from  Ahitoph- 
pel,  called  him  his  teacher,  preceptor,  and  friend;  as  is 
said,  but  |t  was  thou,  a man,  mine  equal  my  guide,  and 
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my  friend.  Hence  it  may  be  deduced , that  if  David , king 
of  Israel,  who  learned  but  two  things  from  Ahitophel,  called 
him  his  rabbi,  preceptor,  and  friend,  how  much  more  ought 
he  who  learneth  from  his  fellow,  a single  chapter,  sentence, 
verse,  or  expression,  to  shew  him  the  utmost  respect?  But 
this  honour  is  nought,  but  the  knowledge  of  the  law:  as  is 
said,  the  wise  shall  inherit  glory:  and  the  prefect  shall  in- 
herit the  good,  but  nothing  is  really  good,  but  the  law ; as 
is  said,  for  I give  you  good  doctrine,  forsake  you  not  my 
law.  Thus  is  the  law  to  be  observed ; thou  shalt  eat  bread 
and  salt,  and  water  by  measure  shalt  thou  drink  : on  the 
earth  shalt  thou  sleep,  and  a life  of  trouble  shalt  thou  live : 
and  shalt  labour  in  the  study  of  the  law.  If  thou  actest 
thus,  thou  shalt  be  happy , and  it  shall  be  well  with  thee ; 
thou  shalt  be  happy  in  this  world,  and  it  shall  be  well  with 
thee  in  the  future  one.  Seek  not  grandeur  to  thyself,  neither 
covet  more  honour  than  thy  learning  meriteth;  derform  the 
precepts,  and  crave  not  after  the  tables  of  kings:  for  thy 
table  is  greater  than  their’s,  and  thy  crown  is  greater  than 
their  crown  and  the  master  who  employeth  thee,  is  faitful 
to  pay  thee  reward  of  thy  labour.  The  law  is  more  ex- 
cellent than  the  priesthood  and  royality : for  royalty  is  ac- 
quired by  thirty  properties,  and  the  priesthood  by  twenty- 
four:  but  the  law  is  acquired  hy  forty-eight  things,  and 
these  are  they,  viz.  with  study  attention,  eloquence,  an  un- 
derstanding heart,  an  intelligent  heart;  with  dread  and  meek- 
ness, fear  and  joy;  with  attendance  on  the  sages,  the  acu- 
teness of  associates,  and  disputations  of  the  disciples; 
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with  sedateness , the  study  ef  the  bihle,  and  the  mishit* 
in  purity,  in  taking  little  sleep,  in  using  little  discourse 
In  beeing  little  engaged  in  traffic , in  taking  little  sport , th 
enjoying  little  delight,  and  little  Worldy  manners ; in  being 
'slow  to  anger,  in  .having  a good  heart,  in  having  faith 
in  the  sages , and  in  bearing  chastisements ; in  being  sen- 
sible of  his  situation,  and  to  rejoice  in  his  portion ; in  being 
.circumspect  in  his  language,  in  not  pretending  to  pre-emi- 
nence, in  sincerely  loving  God,  and  loving  his  creautuires;  in 
loving  admonition,  and  that  which  is  right;  in  avoiding 
honour,  and  not  priding  himself  on  his  acquired  knowledge, 
nor  rejoicing  in  pronouncing  sentence:  in  bearing  the  bur- 
den equally  with  his  neighbour,  and  inclining  him  tho  merit, 
and  confirming  him  in  the  truth,  and  in  peace : is  6edate  in 
his  study  , enquireth  according  to  the  subject,  and  answe- 
reth  according  to  the  constitution;  is  attentive  to  study, 
and  extendeth  it ; learneth  it  with  a view  to  the  teaching  of 
others,  and  also  with  a view  to  perform  the  precepts ; in- 
creaseth  his  preceptor's  knowlodge,  and  is  attentive  to  his 
instruction  ; and  reporteth  every  thing  m the  name  of  the 
person  who  prodicated  it:  hencer  it  is  inferred,  that  whoever 
reports  any  thing  in  the  name  of  the  person  who  affirmed  it, 
procureth  redemption  for  the  world;  as  is  said,  and  Esther 
certified  the  hing  thereof  in  Mordecai’s  name.  Great  is  the 
law , which  betsoweth  life  on  the  observers  thereof , both  in 
this  world  and  in  the  future  one:  as  is  said,  for  they  are 
life  Unto  those  who  find  them;  and  healt  to  all  their  flesh. 
And  it  is  said,  it  shall  be  health  to  thy  navfe],  and  marrow 
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to  thy  bone*.  And  it  is  said,  it  is  a tree  of  life  the  those 
who  lay  hold  on  it , and  the  supporters  thereof  are  happy. 
And  it  is  said,  for  they  shall  be  an  ornament  of'graee  to 
thine  head,  and  chains  about  thy  neck.  And  it  is  said,  she 
shall  give  an  ornament  of  grace  to  thine  head:  a crown  of 
glory  shall  she  deliver  to  thee.  And  it  is  said,  lenght  of 
days  is  in  its  right  hand,  add  in  its  left  are  riche*  and 
honour.  And  it  is  said,  for  lenght  of  days  and  long  life, 
and  peace  shall  they  add  to  thee.  Rabbi  Simeon  Ben 
Judah  in  the  name  of  Rabbi  Simeon  Ben  Jochai,  said, 
beauty , strength  , riches , h^iiour , wisdom , age,  hoariness, 
and  many  children,  are  suitable  fto  the  righteous,  add 
agreable  to  the  world,  as  is  said,  the  hoary  head  is  ai 
crown  of  glory,  if  it  be  found  in  the  way  of  righteousness. 
And  it  is  said^  children’s  children  are  the  crown  of  old  mem 
and  the  glory  of  children  is  the  wisdom  of  their  -fathers, 
And  it  is  said , the  glory  of  joung  men  is  their  strength^ 
and  the  beauty  of  old  men  is  they  grey  head.  And  it  is  said; 
and  the  moon  shall  be  bonfbunded.  and  the  sun  shaii  be 
ashamed;  for  the  Lord  of  Hosts  shall  reign  on  mount  Zion, 
and  in  Jerusalem;  and  before  his  ancients  shall  be  glory. 
Rabbi  Simeon  Pen  Menasya  said , those,.  sevegL  qualities 
which  the  sages  enumerated  as  proper  for  the  righteous, 
where  all  accomplished  in  the  person  of  the  Rabbi  and  his 
children.  Rabbi  Jose  Ben  Kisma  said,  J was  onee  travel- 
ling on  the  road;  and  met  a certain  person,  who  saluted  me 
with  peace,  and  I returned  his  salutation;  he  then  said 
unto  me,  Rabbi,  whence  art  thou  ? I answered  him,  from 
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* grfi&t  city,  abdunding  in  sages  andscribes:  said  he  to*  me, 
if  thou  art  willing  to  dwell  with  us  in  our  city,  then  will  I 
give  thee  a thousand  thousand  golden  deenarsi  to  this  I 
Answered  him,  if  thou  wouldest  give  me  all  the  silver  and 
gold  in  the  universe,  I would  not  dwell  but  in  a place  where 
| the  law  is  studied:  because,  at  the  time  of  man’s  departure 
from  this  world  he  is  not  accompanied  either  with  silver  or 
gold,  but  with  the  law,  and  good  deeds  only:  as  is  said, 
when  thou  gpest,  it  shall  lead  thee ; whenthou  sleeps*,  it 
shall  keep  thee:  and  when  thou  awakest,  it  shall  talk  with 
thee:  when  thou  goest,  it  shall  lead  thee:  that  is,  in  this 
world:  when  thou  sleepest,  it  shell  watch  oyer  thee  in  the 
grays:  and  When  thou  awakest,  it  shall  talk  with  thee  in 
the  future  world  And  thus  is  it  written,  in  the  book  of 
Psalms,  by  the  hand  of  David,  king  of  Israel.  The  law  of 
thy  mouth  is  better  to  me  than  thousands  of  gold  and  silver. 
I^And  it  4s  said,  the  silver  is  mine:  and  the  gold*  is  mhie; 
1 saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts.  Five  possessions  hath  the  holy 
blessed  God  purchased  in  his  world:  and  these  are  they; 
- via.  the  law  is  one  possession:  heaven  and  earth  another  ! 
Abraham  annother:  Israel  another;  and  the  holy  temple 
another.  Now,  whence  is  ft  to  be  proved  that  the  law  is 


one  possession?  Because  it  is  written,  the  Lord  possessed  me 
•6* 
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In  the  beginning  of  hit  way,  before  his  works  of  oM.  And 
whence  is  it  proved  that  heaven  and  earth  ia  another  pos- 
session ? Because  it  is  said,  thus  saith  the  Lord:  the  hea- 
vens are  my  throne : and  the  earth  is  my  footstool ; where 
Is  the  house  that  ye  can  build  for  me?  and  where  is  the 
plate  of  my  rest?  And  it  is  said,  how  foahifold  are  thy  Worts, 
V Lord!  in  wisdom  hast  thou  made  them  sH:  the  earth  Is 
htt  of  thy  possessions,  Whence  is  it  proved,  that  Abra- 
ham is  one  possession?  Because  it  is  written,  and  he  bles- 
sed him,  and  said,  blessed  be  Abraham  of  the  most  high 
God , possessor  of  heaven  and  earth.  Whence  is  it  proved 
that  Israel  is  one  possession?  Because  it  is  written,  until  thy 
people  pass  over,  0 Lord , till  the  people  pass  over,  which 
thou  hast  purchased.  And  it  is  said , but  the  saints  that 
are  in  the  earth,  and  to  the  excellent  in  whom  is  all  my  de- 
light. Whence  can  it  be  proved,  that  the  holy  temple  is 
one  possession?  Because  it  is  said,  the  sancti^ary,  0 Lord! 
which  thy  hands  have  established.  And  it  is  said,  and  he 
brought  them  to  te  border  of  his  sanctuary,  even  to  this 
mountain  which  his  right  hand  hath  purchased.  Every 
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thing  which  God  created , he  created  hut  for  his  glory  : ai 
is  said,  every  one  that  is  called  by  my  name:  for  I have  created 
him  for  my  glory,  I have  formed  him ; yea,  I have  made  him. 

Rabbi  Chananya  Ben  Akaehya  said,  thy  blessed 
God  was  pleased  * to  render  Israel  meritorious ; 
he  therefore  multiplied  the  law  and  the  precepts ; 
as  it  is  said,  the  Lord  was  pleased  for  his  righ- 
teousness sake,  to  magnify  the  law  and  adorn  it.

voice,  that  said,  blessed  be  the  glory  of  the  Lord!  from 
his  place,  the  residence  of  the  divine  omnipresence;  the 
Eternal  will  reign  for  ever  and  evermore ; thy  kingdom, 
0 Eternal!  is  permanent  for  ever,  even  of  infinite  duration. 
0 Lord!  God  of  Abraham,  Isaac  & Israel,  our  ancestors J 
perseyve  this  for  evermore  to  incline  the  thoughts  of  the 
heart  of  thy  people,  and  dispose  their  hearts  aright  to  serve 
thee.  But  being  merciful,  he  forgiyeth  iniquity , and  destroy- 
eth  not  ; yet  he  frequently  turneth  his  anger  away,  and 
awakeneth  not  all  his  wrath;  for  thou,  0 Lord!  art  good, 
and  forgiving,  and  of  abundant  mercy,  unto  all  that  call 
upon  thee;  thy  righteousness  is  immutable,  and 'thy  law  is 
truth.  O accomplish  truth  unto  Joe oh,  and  thy  mercy 
unto  Abraham,  which  thou  didst  swear  unto  them  in  time 
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ofoM.  Blessed  be  the  Lord  day  by  day ; tough  he  bur- 
thens us,  yet  he,  the  Omnipotent,  is  our  hojp.  The  Lord 
of  Hosts  is  with  us  ; the  Ood  of  Jacob  is  our  protection. 

0 Lord  of  Hosts ; happy  is  the  man  that  placcth  his  confi- 
dence in  thee.  0 Lord!  save  us;  answer  ns,  0 King! 
when  whe  call  upon  thee.  Blessed  be  our  God!  who  created 
us  for  his  glorification;  and  separated  us  from  those  that 
go  astray,  by  giving  us  a law  of  truth,  and  planting  amongst 

-us  eternal  life.  He  will  open  our  hearts  in  the  knowledge 
of  his  law,  and  fixe  love  and  reverence  in  our  hearts,  to  per- 
form his  will , and  to  serve  him  with  an  upright  heat,  da* 
we  may  not  labour  in  vain,  nor  produce  confusion.  Be 
graciously  pleased,  0 Eternal,  our  God!  and  the  God  of 
our  ancestors,  to  enable  us  to  observe  thy  statutes  in  this 
world;  so  that  we  may  merit  to  live  and  see,  and  inherit 
the  happiness  and  the  blessing;  in  the  time  of  the  Messiah, 
and  in  the  life  of  a future  state;  that  my  soul  may  praise 
thy  glory  without  ceasing.  O Lord,  my  God ! for  ever  will 

1 praise  thee.  Blessed  is  the  man  that  confides  in  the  Lord! 
the  Lord  will  be  his  protection : confide  ye  in  the  Eternal 
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at  all  times ; for  the  Eternal  God  is  an  everlasting  Rock. 
AU  that  know  thy  name,  confide  in  thee ; for  thou  dost  not 
forsake  those  who  earnesdy  seek  thee.  The  Lord  was  plea- 
sed for  his  righteousness  sake,  to  magnify  die  law,  and  to 
glorify  it. 


And  may  God  give  thee  of  the  dew  of  heaven,  and  the 
fatness  of  the  earth,  and  the  abundance  of  corn  and  wine. 
People  shall  serve  thee,  and  nations  bow  down  to  thee;  be, 
lord  over  thy  brethren,  and  thy  mother’s  sons  shall  bow 
down  to  thee;  cursed  be  those  who  curse  thee,  and  blessed 
be  those  who  bless  thee.  And  may  God  Almighty  bless 
thee , make  thee  fruitful , and  multiply  thee , that  thou 
mayest  become  a multitude  of  people.  And  may  he  give 
thee  the  blessing  of  Abraham,  to  thee,  and  to  thy  seed  with 
thee,  that  thou  mayest  inherit  the  land  wherein  thou  art  a 
stranger,  which  God  gave  unto  Abraham.  This  shalt  thou 
have  from  the  God  of  thy  father,  who  shall  bless  theowith 
the  blessings  of  heaven  from  above,  and  the  blessings  of  the 
deep  couched  beneath;  tho  blessings  of  the  breast  and  the 
womb.  The  blessings  of  thy  father  have  prevailed  above 
the  blessings  of  my  progenitors,  unto  the  utmost  bounds  of 
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the  everlasting  hills , they  shall  be  on  the  head  of  Joseph^ 
and  on  the  crown  of  the  head  of  him  who  was  separated  from 
his  brethren.  — And  he  will  love  thee  and 

bless  thee,  and  multiply  thee;  he  will  also  bless  the  fruit 
of  thy  womb,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  land,  thy  corn,  thy  wine, 
and  thine  oil;  the  increase  of  thy  kine,  and  the  flocks  of 
thy  sheep  in  the  land  which  he  sware  unto  th#  fathers  to  ge 
thee.  Blessed  shalt  thou  be  above  all  people;  there  shall 
noioo  be  male  her  male  barren  among,  or  among  your  cattle. 
Ando  the  Lord  will  take  away  from  thee  all  infirmities,  and  all 
the  evil  diseases  of  Egypt  which  thou  knowest,  will  he  not 
put  upon  thee,  but  will  lay  them  upon  all  those  who  hate  thee. 

May  the  angel  ifrho  redeemed  me  from  all  evil,  bless  the 
youths ; and  they  shall  be  Called  by  name,  and  those  of  my 
ancestors,  Abraham  and  Isac ; and  may  they  increase  abun- 
dantly in  the  midst  of  the  earth.  The  Lord  yeur  God  hath 
multiplied  you ; and  lo,  ye  are  this  day  as  the  stars  in  hea- 
ven for  multitude.  May  the  Lord  God  of  your  fathers  ma- 
ke you  a thousand  times  so  many  more  as  ye  are,  and  bless 
you  as  he  hath  promised  you.

Surely  with  joy  shall  ye  go  forth,  and  with  peace 
shall  ye  be  led  onward:  the  mountains  and  the  hills  shall  burst 
forth  before  you  into  song ; and  all  the  trees  of  the  field  shall 
clap  their  hands.  Behold ! God  is  my  salvation : I will  trust, 
and  will  not  be  afraid:  for  the  Lord  Jah  is  my  strength  and  my 
song;  he  is  also  become  my  salvation.  When  ye  shall  draw  wa- 
ter with  joy  from  the  fountains  of  salvation ; in  that  day  shall 
ye  say,  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord;  call  upon  his  name: 
make  known  his  mighty  deeds  among  the  people : record  ye, 
that  his  name  is  highly  exalted.  Sing  ye  the  Lord,  for  he 
hath  wrought  a stupendous  work ; this  is  made  manifest  in 
all  the  earth.

It  is  a third 
time  repeated  in  the  hagiographa,  as  it  is  written,  „sing 
unto  God,  chant  hymns  to  his  name;  extol  him  whe  rideth 
upon  the  heavens;  praise  him  by  his  name  J ah,  and  rejoice 
before  him/4  And  immediately  after  it  is  written,  „a  Fa* 
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ther  of  the  fatherless,  and  a judge  of  the  widows,  is  God  in 
his  holy  habitation/4  May  the  Lord  our  God  be  with  u*. 
as  he  was  with  our  fathers!  0 may  he  not  forsake  us,  noir 
cast  us  off.  But  ye  whp  pleaved  unto  the  Lord  your  God, 
are  all  of  ye  plive  at  this  day.  Therefore  the  Lord  shall 
console  Zion;  he  shall  consple  all  her  desolations,  and  he 
shah  make  her  wilderness  like  Eden,  and  her  desert  like 
the  garden  of  the  Lord : joy  and  gladness  shall  be  found  in

the  harmonious  cymbals;  praise  him  upon  the  highsounding 
cymbals.  Let  every  thing  that  hath  breath,  praise  .the  Lord.

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And  with  love,  hast  thou  given  us,  o Lord,  our  God  | 
(on  the  sabbath  say : the  sabbath  - day  , for  a sanctification  and 
rest,  and)  this  day  of  atonement,  for  pardon,  forgiveness, 
and  atonement;  and  thereon  to  pardon  all  our  iniquities  (in 
love);' an  holy  convocation,  in  commemoration  of  the  depar* 
tore  from  Egypt.  . '

Stoning,  burning,  beheading,  anjd  strangling;  tor  trans- 
gressing affirmative  precepts,  or  negative  precepts  5 whether 
an  action  be  appropriated  thereto , or  not,  as  well  as  those 
which  are  known  to  ns,  as  those  which  are  unknown  onto  us, 
we  have  already  made  confession  of  them  before  then,  o 
Lord,  our  God!  and  the  God  of  our  fathers.  And  those 
which  are  unknown  to  us,  are  known  and  evident  before 
thee , as  it  is  said , the  secret  things  belong  unto  thee , o 
Eternal  our  God ! but  the  revealed  things  belong  unto  us, 
and  our  posterity,  for  ever,  to  perform  all  the  words  of  this 
law,  for  thou  art  the  pardoner  of  Israel,  and  who  granteth 
remission  of  sins  unto  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun,  in  all  ages; 
and  beside  thee,  there  is  none  to  whom  we  appeal  for  par- 
don and  forgiveness. 

O my  God!  before  I was  formed,  I was  unworthy;  and 
now  that  I have  been  formed,  am  as  though  I had  not  been 
formed;  dust  I am  in  my  life-time,  how  much  more  at  my 
decease.  Behold,  I stand  before  thee,  as  a vessel  full  of 
shame  and  confusion.  O may  it  be  acceptable  in  thy  pre- 
sence, o Eternal,  my  God!  and  the  God  of  my  fathers,  to 
assist  me,  that  I sin  no  more;  and  the  sins  which  I have 
already  committed  against  thee,  blot  out  through  thy  mercy, 
but  not  by  thy  chastisement,  and  malignant  sickness. 
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Thou  dost  put  forth  thy  hand  to  the  transgressors  and  thy 
right  hand  is  stretched  out  to  receive  the  penitent;  and  thou 
hast  thaught  us,  o Lord,  our  God!  to  make  confession  in 
thy  presence  of  all  our  iniquities,  that  we  may  restrain  our 
hands  from  fraud;  for  thou  wilt  receive  us,  when  we  turn 
with  perfect  repentance,  as  thou  didst  the  burnt-offerings 
and  sweet  savours  that  were  offered  in  thy  presence,  for  the 
sake  of  thy  word  which  thou  hast  spoken ; for  there  is  no 
end  to  the  burnt-offerings  of  our  gins , nor  any  number  to 
the  sweet  savour  of  our  trespasses ; thou  knowest  also,  that 
our  end  is  to  be  food  for  the  worm  and  insect;  therefore 
hast  thou  multiplied  our  means  of  pardon.  What  are  we? 
What  is  our  life?  What  is  our  piety?  What  is  our  righteous- 
ness ? What  is  our  salvation?  What  is  our  power?  What 
is  our  might  ? What  then  shall  we  say  in  thy  presence , o 
Lord  our  God ! and  the  God  of  our  fathers  ? Are  not  the 
mightiest  heroes  as  nothing  before  thee?  and  men  of  fame, 
as  if  they  had  not  existed;  wise  men  as  if  they  were  without 
knowledge;  and  the  intelligent,  as  if  void  of  understanding? 
for  the  majority  of  our  actions  is  emptiness;  and  the  days 
of  our  life  but  vanity  in  thy  presence ; and  man’s  pre-  emi- 
nence over  the  beast  is  nought;  for  all  is  vanity. 

Thou  didst  distinguish  man  from  the  beginning,  and  didst 
favour  him,  that  he  might  stand  in  thy  presence  ; for  who 
can  say  unto  thee,  what  doest  thou?  And  although  he  be 
righteous,  what  can  he  give  unto  thee?  But  in  love  hast 
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thou  given  us,  o Lord,  our  God  (on  the  sabbath  aa^  tills 
day  of  rest , and)  this  day  of  atonement,  a termination,  par- 
don, and  forgiveness  for  all  our  iniquities  that  -vre  nay 
restrain  our  hands  from  fraud;  and  return  ttf  "perforin  the 
statutes  of  thy  will  with  an  upright  heart.'  And-  through 
thine  abnndant  mercies , deign  ihou  tor  compassionate  ifs  ; 
for  thou  dost  not  delight  in  the  destruction  of- the  woridt  as 
it  is  said,  seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be  found ; call 
ye  upon  him  while  ho  is  near,  at-  hand.  * And  it  is  said}  4et 
the  wicked  fbrsake  his  "way,  and  the  iniquitous  ' man  his 
thoughts ; and  let  him  return  -unto  the  Lord,  for  hi  vjiH 
receive  him  with  compassion;  and  unto  our  God  fbr  he 
aboundeth  in  forgiveness.  And  thou,  o God  of  forgiveness, 
art  gracious  and  merciful,  longHgaiffering , apd  abipiikmt^iji 
mercy ; disflusing  good  abundantly.  Thou  ^dost  also  djeltght' 
in  the  repentance  of  the. wicked;  and  hast  nn  pleasure » 
their  death ; as  it  is  said,  say  unto  them,  as  X liVe  saith  tKh 
Lord  God,  I have  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  the*  wicked  ■; 
but  that  the  wicked  turn  from  his  evil  way,  and  live.  Turh 
ye,  turn  ye  from  your  evil  way-*  wherefore  will  ye  die,  u 
house  of  Israel?  And  it  is  said,  have  I ahy  pleasure  in  the 
death  of  the  wicked?  saith  the  Lord  God,  but  rather  that 
he  turn  from  his  evil  ways  and  live.  And  it  is  said,  for  X 
have  no  pleasure  in  ihe  death  of  him  that  dieth,  saith  the 
Lord  God,  therefore  turn  ye,  and  live. 
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Blessed  art  thou,  o Lord*  our  God!  King  of  the  Uni- 
verse, who  hath  sanctified  us  with  thy  commandments,  and 
commanded  us  to  read  the  Megillah. 

Blessed  art  thou,  o Lord,  our  God!  King  of  the  Uni- 
verse, who  wrought  miracles  for  our  fathers  in  those  days, 
and  in  tills  season. 

Blessed  art  thou,  o Lord,  our  God!  King  of  the  Uni- 
verse, who  hath  preserved  us  alive;  sustained  us,  and 
brought  us  to  enjoy  this  season. 

Blessed  art  thou,  .0  Lord,  our  God  ! King  of  the  Uni- 
verse , who  contended  for  us,  in  our  cause,  rejudged  our 
sentence,  fully  avenged  our  wrongs,  and  rendered  a recom- 
pence  to  our  adversaries,  and  the  enemies  of  our  souls. 
Blessed  art  thou,  o Lord ! who  hath  avenged  his  people 
Israel  of  all  their  adversaries;  0 God,  our  Saviour! 

Who  frustrated  the  counsel  of  the  nations , and  annihila- 
ted the  devices  of  the  crafty:  when  that  wicked  .man  rose 
dn  against  us,  even  that  presumptuous  branch  of  the  seed 
of  Amalek.  He  was  proud  of  his  riches,  and  dug  a pit  for 
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himself;  for  his  greatness  | caught  him  in  a snare.  He 
thought  in  his  mind  to  entrap,  but  was  entrapped ; he  sougth 
to  destroy,  hut  was  quickly  destroyed.  Hainan  avowed  the 
enmity  of  his  ancestors,  and  awakened  the  hatred  of  his 
brethren  to  the  children;  and  did  not  remember  the  mercy 
of  Saul,  for  by  his  compassion  on  Agag,  the  enemy  was  born. 
The  wicked  thought  to  cut  off  the  righteous ; but  the  impure 
was  taken  by  the  hands  of  the  undefiled.  Mercy  prevailed 
over  the  father’s  error,  but  the  wicked  added  sin  to  his  skis. 
In  his  heart  he  hid  his  crafty  imaginations,  and  sold  him- 
self to  work  evil.  He  put  forth  his  hand  against  God’s 
sanctified  people,  and  gave  his  silver  to  cut  off  their  memo* 
rial.  When  Mordecai  saw  that  wrath  was  gone  forth,  and 
the  decress  of,  Haman  were  given  in  Schushanr  he  clothed 
himself  with  sackcloth,  and  attired  himself  with  mourning: 
decreed  a fast,  and  sat  on  ashes.  Who  will  rise  up  to  make 
atonement  for  our  errors , and  procure  pardon  for  the  sin 
and  iniquity  of  our  fathers?  A flower  bloomed  from  the 
palm,  the  same  was  Hadassah,  who  rose  up  to  awaken  those 
who  slept.  Her  chamberlains  hastened  Haman , to  cause 
him  to  drink  the  dragon’s  poisoned  wine.  He  rose  up  with 
his  riches,  and  fell  in  his  wickedness;  he  made  a gallows, 
and  was  himself  hung  thereon.  All  the  inhabitants  of  the 
world  opened  their  mouth,  for  the  lot  of  Haman  was  turned 
*o  our  festival  of  Purim.  The  righteous  was  delivered  from 
the  power  of  the  wicked,  and  the  enemy  was  given  into 
instead  of  his  soul.  They  took  upon  them  to  keep  Purim, 
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and  to  rejoice  thereon  yearly.  Thou  didst  see  the  ptayer 
of  Mordecai  and  Esther:  tfamait  and  his  86ns.  didst  thou 
cause  to  be  hanged  on  a tree. 


The  lily  of  Jacob  rejoiced*  and  e±alted,  when  thy  to- 
gether saw  the  purple  of  Mordecai.  Thou  hast  ever  been 
their  salvation,  and  their  hope  to  all  generations.  To  make 
known,  that  all  who  hope  in  thee,  shall  not  be  put  to  shame, 
neither  shall  they  who  put  their  trust  in  thee,  ever  be  Con- 
founded. Blessed  be  Mordecai  the  Jew;  blessed  be  Esther 
for  my  sake ; and  may  Harbonah  also  be  remembered  to 
good*
